which six men have been impris- 
oned since Saturday, at that hour. 
The oscillu'.or of the mine sweep- 
er Falcon, flagship of the savage 
fleet, sent messages to the S-4 
at 1,1 minute intervals all night. 


When work was resumed today 


a f t e r a five hour suspension the 
p.ir compressor of the Falcon had 
been forcing air Into the torpedo 
room of the S-4 for more than 
10 hours. 


Simon l^ake, an expert in eub- 


inarino construction sent a radio 
message to the Falcon from his 
home at Bridgeport, Conn., stating 
that there should have been enough 
air in the torpedo room of the S--1 
to last one man 700 bourn. 


He computed that there should 


have been sufficient air to keep nix 
mini alive lie, 2-:i hours. The men 
might be unconscious for many 
hours before they died, the me«- 
fiage said.
